Which Marked the Destruction 
of the Vestibule Train. 


LIST OF THE KILLED AND WOUNDED. 


The Fatal Moment—Shrieks of the Dying— 
Disposing of the Living and the 
Dead—George Gould Better. 


BLACKSHEAR, Ga., Mareh 18.—A more ter- 
rible twenty-four hours have never been pass- 
ed in this place. There was neither sleep nor 
rest for the citizens, and country people for 
miles around, pressed forward té the scene of 
the accident all day. 

George J. Gould and wife have remained 
here all day, and, contrary_to reports first 
sent out, were both injured in the railroad 
accident. Mr, Gould’s injuries are about the 
chest, while Mrs. Gould. sustained severe in- 
juries about the head and face. 4

THE CAUSE OF THE ACCIDENT. 

The trestle of Hurricane river is about 800 
feet in length, and the break includes 400 feet 
at the west side, the tender andthe engine 
lodging against the abutment. - The baggage 
car left the track on the trestle, which ac- 
counts for the accident, ties showing where 
trucks cut deepinto them. It was this car 
that eareened the rear cars, and by its strain 
dragged the tender down, the engine having 
safely crossed over. Had it not been for the 
presence of mind of Engineer Richard Welch, 
@ mucli more horrible fate would have been in 
store for the wounded. 

Hurriedly dispatching an ‘engine with the 
fireman to this place, he ran down to the 
wreck, and with the assistance of the porter 
of the Pullman car, Minerva, extinguished 
the fire which had broken out in the baggage 
car. Wart of the trestle which was destroyed 
is being rebuilt, and direct connection will be 
reopened with Florida Tuesday morning. The 
accident is the first of the kind that has ever 
occurred on the road since it was built, thirty- 
five years ago.. 


The Story Told in Detail. 

BLACKSHEAR, Ga., March 18.—[Special. |— 
The railroad horror of yesterday, which stands 
without a parallel in the history of railroading 
in the south, is still the all-absorbing topic of 
conversation. Thé calm after the storm has 
come, and the awful scenes enacted yesterday 
are just beginning to be realized. “Bui the 
story of yesterday's suffering and yestefiay’s 
horrors will never be told by only thong who 


were oye-witnesses with all its fearful details.” 


What they saw words cannot express. 
“The shrieks and groans of these Who jay im- 
prisoned beneath the crue] timbers as blow after 
blow from strong and willing hands were being 
strack for their relief; the crushed and man- 
gied forms.asone by, one they..were pulled 
from beneath the debris; the constant moving 
of litter after litter carried each by six stout 
men up the steep embankment; the awning 
here and there covering those who Could not 
yet be moved; the blood stained garments,ihe 
cries for help, the calls for father and mother, 
husband and Wifé, son. and daughter, made a 
scene never to be effaced from the memory of 
those who saw. and heard it. 
' ‘The Sunday guietude habitual to Blackshear 
has not been known today. News of yester- 
day's doings:spread far and wide. AJ! day to- 
day Blackshear has been thronged with hun- 
dreds of people going to and returning from 
the wreck. They have come on trains, in bug 
zies, in carts and on foot, from everywhere. 
They have come, some to look for friends, but 
most all as curiosity seekers. The action of 
the ofticers in taking the dead and wounded 
through Blackshear and on to Waycross has 


» misled seores of people in search of friends 


and relatives. The postmistress and railread 
agent have been busy today, answering tele- 
grams of inquiry. The officials thought itfor 
the best, however, to take the victims to Way- 
Cross as there are better hotel facilities there. 
THE CAUSE OF THE ACCIDENT 
is still being diseussed today. Many investi- 
gations have been made by different parties, 
and while some allege they have discovered 
rotted'timbers in the bridge, still the fart re- 
Maing td, as wired last night, that 


the accident was due-to a defective “truck: un- |

der the baggage car. That this is true, is | 


shown by the fact that the truck was off the 
track, running on the ties, striking one and 
missing three or four for nearly a quarter of a 
mile beyond the bridge, and the moment it 
reached the bridge the ties being off the earth, 
they gaye way and were crushed into 
splinters. There was not a tie 
lef, on that part of the 
trestle that remained standing. The train 
must have been running with great speed, as, 
notwithstanding, the ties gave way, and the 
rails left the stringers at the east end, where 
the train entered on the bridge, the velocity 
at which it was going carried it safely over the 
stream and a hundred feet beyond. The only 
point that remains unanswered is, why did not 
somebody know that thé truck was off the 
track and stop the train before the trestle was 
reached ? 
THE QUESTION OF AN INQUEST. 

When the first train load of wounded and 
dead reached Blackshear en route to Waycross, 
it was seriously urged that an inquest should 
be held over the dead bodies, and the con- 
ductor in charge thereupon left seven of the 
dead here. It was subsequently decided, how- 
ever, that no mquest was necessary, and none 
has been held, and all the dead were moved 
from here to Waycross last night. 

Of the wounded here, Miss Alice Simpson, 
Rushford, N. Y., is seriously hurt: She is in- 
jured internally, and has an ankle broken. 
Her symptoms tonight are more 
favorable. Mr. and Mrs. Herbert 
B. King, of New York, are still here. Mr. 
King is painfully but not seriously hurt. Mrs. 
King is slightly bruised about the head. Miss 
Mattie Ray has her hip out of joint, and is 
otherwise badly hurt. The doctors give a fa- 
vorable report, however, tonight of her condi- 
tion. Mr. and Mrs. George Gould, of 
New York, remained here until ten o’clock 
this morning, when General Manager Haines 
sent a special car to take them to Jacksonville. 
Mr, Gould's reply to a press reporter was: 

“Tam not hurt and my wife only slightly.” 

Immediately upon reaching Blackshear, 
however, he telegraphed for Dr. Fernandez, of 
Jacksonville, who came up in a_ special car 


and remained until this morning, when he re-. 


turned withthem. It was noticed, too, that 
Mrs. Gould was bodily carried from the hotel 
to the cars. Dr. Fernandez insisted, however, 
that she was not badly hurt. Quite a number 
of citizens called on them while here and ten- 
dered them every assistance in their power. 
Mr. Gould was exceedingly affable, and made 
many friends. He walked around town, and 
even down to the wreck this morning. He of- 
fered one of our good farmers thirty 
five doliars for bringing his valise from the 
wreck. It was refused, however, until Mr. 
Gould insisted that it be taken and given to 
charity. Mrs.<gguld, upon leaving this morn- 
ing, threw a twenty dollar gold piece to a little 
five-year-old gir] at the hotel, who had been 
talking to her. It is reported, and partly con- 
firmed by them, that they lost several thousand 
dollars’ worth of yaluabies in the wreck. 
SAVED BY AN ACCIDENT. 

The second section of the unfortunate train, 
and the one that carried the mail, was, by 
chance, a little late, and was caught by tele- 
graph at Patterson, and stopped. It was much 
more heavily loaded than the first section. A 
wealthy lady on the second section, Miss Mary 
L. Stevens, residence unknown, drove through 
ina buggy from Patterson, and tendered her 
money and services to those in need. She did 


much noble work. ‘Mrs. Aves, wired last night . 


as being probably dead, should have been Mrs. 
Ames. She is not dead, but reported as im- 
provil:g 

I know of-no other corrections to be made in 
the list as wired last night, though I cannot 
assert its absolute correctness. We have no 
information today from the wounded at Way- 
Cross. 

Mr. John T. Ray, of Blackshear, who was 
among the dead, was buried {this afternoon 
from the Methodist chureh. There was an 
immense concourse of people, beyond the 
capacity of the house. The services were con- 
ducted jointly by Revs.S. Helm and Fulton of 
the Presbyterian church, Rev. Mr. Stallings, 
of the Methodist church, and Rev: Mr. 
Ellis, of Jesup. Mr. Ray was a member of the 
firm of Dale, Dixon & Co.,of Savannah. Mr. 
Dixon was presept at the funeral services. 
Superintendent Fleming sent his private car 
to Dale’s mill to bring the members of Mr. 
Ray's family, who were there. 

REMOVING THE DEBRIS, 

Thelwork of removing the debris and rebuild- 
ing the bridge went on last night and today. 
The bridge was eight hundred feet long, and 
over three hundred feet of it was entirely 
dewn, and the balance seriously damaged, 
Over three hundred hands, as many as can be 
used, are at work uuder the personal super- 
vision of Superintendent Fleming and. Road- 
way Master H. W. Reed. 

‘his afternoon, about 3 o’clock at the bridge, 
the road came near adding to its already long 
list of dead, and did add to its list of wounded. 
They were raising the immense bents of the 
bridge with an engine and through some mis- 
understanding of the engineer, he pulled one 
too far over, and it fell, carrying four others 
with it. Mr. E. P. Hawkins, foreman of the 
bridge gang, and three negroes were on top of 
the bents that fell. They are all four badly 
hurt, but not seriously. . As soon as physicians 
from Blackshed could reach them _ their 


+ wounds were dressed and they were sent on to 
“Wayeross in charge of- Dr. Whalley. This 
) peeidéent somewhat demoralized the hands, 


but order has been restored and work is being 
rapidly pushed. 
WHEN TRAINS WILL RUN. 

Mr. Reed informed your correspondent to- 
night that they expected to have trains run to- 
morrow night. No mail has been received 
here} since Friday. Instead of a coach and 
sleeper, as wired last night, there were two 
sleeping cars, the Volga and the Saxony. 

The remarkable nerve of President P, H. 
Wilbur, of the Lehigh Valley railroad, 
was noticed by everybody. He kept up a con- 
versation even while the doctors were stitching 
up an awful gash in his head, which almost 
exposed the brain,and immediately afterwards 
dictated several telegrams. His son, R. H. 
Wilbur, is made of thesame stuff. He, with 
an ugly cut in his ‘head from which the 
blood was flowing freely, refused to let it 
be touched until his father was 
attended to. Editer Ellenwood and Mr. Ball- 
tinine have been heard from. They were on 
the second section of the train. 

The Western Unien company sent up yes- 
terday operators from both Jacksonville and 
Savannah to handle the immense volume of 
business accumulated here. These, with the 
regular night and day force, have handied the 
work splendidly and rapidly. 

General Manager H. 8..Haines was at the 
wreck today.

He left St. Thomas Tuesday 
afternoon, and expected to remain two days in 
Nassau, on his way to Florida. I expect him 
to arrive at Fernandina tomorrow or Tuesday.” 
. He added, that as soon as the yacht arrives 
he will go on to Fernandina to meet his father, 
and from there all will go north. 


The Scene in Savannah. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., March J8.—[Special.!|—The 
city was enveloped in gloom today, as if some 
dire calamity had befallen it. At 3 o’clock 
this afternoon a train arrived from the wreck, 
conveying the bodies of five of the dead, 
namely: W.M. Martin, the newsboy; F. M. 
Smith, the Pullman conductor; C. F. Fulton 
W. A. Wilbur, and one supposed to be W. P. 
McGriff, of Columbia, Ala. A 
great crowd of sorrow stricken 
citizens assembled in the Savannah, Florida 
aud Western depot yard. Smith’s body was 
forwarded to Washington. Mr. Harter, the 
assistant superintendent of the Pullman com- 
pany, saidof him: “He was a noble fellow 
and the only support of his aged parents.”’ 
Smith was\single, and said he would never 
marry while his father and mother 
needed his earnings. One coffin was 
stained with blood, being of white pine and 
used for temporary purpose. Welch, the engi- 
neer of the fated train, is congratulated by his 
friends on his escape, which it is said he etfect- 
ed by pulling the throttie to its limit. The 
engine leaped forward and broke the coupling 
and thus escaped from the falling trestle. 
Those who have rettirned from the wreck say 
the bodies of the dead were heartlessly robbed 
by ghoulish thieves. 

Leaves a Wife and Child. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 18.—J. H. Hurlbut, 
who was killed in the railroad accident at 
Blackshear, Ga., yesterday, was a member of 
the firm of Hurlbut & Bean, perfumers, of this 
city, and was making his first trip to the south 
for the house. He leaves a wife and child. 


THAT TERRIBLE WRECK, 
Mr. B. W. Wrenn Tells of the Horrible 
Scenes— How it Occurred. 

“Thave just came from Jacksonyiille and 
the scene of the terrible wreck op the Savan- 
nah, Florida and Western,’’ said Mr. B. W. 
Wrenn, of the East Tennessee, last night. 
“The horrible sight was enough to make one’s 
blood run cold. It isthe worst accident which 
ever occurred in the southern states. When 
I left there twenty-three people had 
died, and their were thirty coffins on the 
scene. 

“The train was not the New York vesti- 
bule train as at first reported: it was what 
is known as the West India mail. It was 
about the same asthe yestibule train, though, 
for the mails wereso heavy that the train was 
divided into two sections, the first consisting 
of the heavy mail and baggage cars. Tne 
second section contained the sm@ker, the day 
coach, sledpers. and Presiderit Wilbur’s pri- 
vate car. Of the passengersin the first two 
there wasn’t asoul left totell the tale.’’ 

‘How did it occur ?”’ 

‘It seems to me that it must have been due 
to a broken axle on the tender. You see the 
engine went ahead, but the tender plunged 
over the trestle and the cars piled on top of it. 
That engineer showed great presence of mind. 


_As soon as he realized what had been done, he 


started back to flag the train which was 
coming behind. As he hurried along he dis- 
covered that one of the sleepers was on fire, 
and putting this out he ran back and stopped 
the other train. Then he went to Waycross 
for assistance. 

.“George Gould was but slightly hurt and I 
don’t think his wife’s injuries were very great. 
The wreck is being rapidly cleared away. 1 
have here a telegram fromthe Savannah, 
Florida and Western officials in charge of the 
repairs, saying the men wiil be through there 
Monday morning. There was no water when 
the train dived from the trestle and it will be 
an easy matter to repair the injured trestling.”’ 

Mr. Wrenn left last night fer Chattanooga, 
to meet the-general passenger agents who will 
come over his road. 
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THE SNOW-BOUND NORTH. 


The Country Gradually Escaping From 
Their Confinement. 


New Havegn, Conn., March 18.—Direct tele- 

raph communication between Boston and 
New York was restored this afternoon, and 
the Western Union Telegraph company now 
has six direct wires. The wires were found in 
a terribly tangled condition. Near Stamford 
every pole for half a mile was down, and at a 
number of other places many poles were pros- 
trated. As the various snow plows cameaiong, 
the poles and cross arms were out off, making 
necessary complete rebuilding. 

New York, March 18.—Two of the pilot 
boats caught outside of Sandy Hook in the 
blizzard, are still missing. ‘They are the 
Phantom and the Enchantress. The latter 
was last seen on Sunday, March Mth, fifty-five 
miles southeast by south off Sandy Hook. She 
had nine men on board.” 

Lone ISLanpd City, N. Y., March 18.—About 
seventy-five miles of the Long ‘sland railroad 
system is still blockaded by snow, and the 
blockade on the Jefferson and Locust Valle 
branch was opgned through today. The bod- 
ies of three m@h_ were found on the beagh at 
Lioyd’s Neck Friday, but nothing leading to 
their identification. was found on them ey 
are supposed to have been washed overboard 
from vessels. 

Beruw, March 18.—The whole northern 
and eastern portion of Germany has been vis- 
ited bya very severe snow storm. There is 
so much icethat communication with Sweden 
has been suspended for ten days, and 
with Denmark for six days. The Swed- 
ish envoys pociasen to attend the funeral 
of Emperor William have not yet arrived in 
this city. 

Disastrous floods are reported through- 
out Hungary. Thirty villages have 
been ruined, and the tawn of Szathmar-Ne- 
meth partly destroyed. The towns of Beekes 
and Csanea are menaced, and the. inhabitants 
are struggling for their lives against the over- 
flow of the river Koros.

on the Millis bill during the past 
week. They claim to have promised 149 votes 
upon the bill as it now stands, four of that 
number being from the republican side of the 
chamber and one an independent, thus leaving 
144 democrats who have pledged themselves. 
Aceording to this count as it now stands, the 
majority against the bill is twenty-seven.

They speak of Randall’s bill with the ut- 
most contempt and unless they will compromise 
no tariff legislation can be adopted by this con- 
gress. But there are quite a number of repre- 
sentatives in the house who stand, 2s does Mr. 
Candler, that is who are not in favor of either 
bill in its entirety, but who would merge the 
second into a compromise measure, and adopt 
tariff tegislation which would fulfill the pled- 
ges of the democratic party and combine the 
two factions, at least until after the presiden- 
tid! é@lection. Premier Mills, as-is evinced, 
wants his euphonious name on the tariff bill 
passed by this congress, but others think it bet- 
ter to pass a bill of the democratic patty with 
names left out. 

As I wired you a few days ago, every mem- 
ber of the Georgia delegation in this congress 
desires also to be a member of the next, and I 
may Safely predict that the majority, if notall, 
will be returned. So farno opposition has 
déeveloped—that is, none has been heard of 
here to Major Barnes, Mr. Blount, Judge 
Crisp, Mr. Turner, Judge Stewart and Mr. 
Carlton: Mr. Candler already has opposition. 
Mr. Norwood will, it is said here, be opposed, 
but no one man seemsto have been settled 
upon as his opponent: Mr. Clements hears of 
probable opposition in his district,and it is said 
Mr. Grimes will not be alone in the race, but 
his public building has made his re-election 
almost certain.

THE TE! RICORIAL BILL. 

The recent report of Chairman Spriuger, of 
the committee on territories, on the omnibus 
bill enabling the territories of Dakota, Mon- 
tana, Washington and New Mexico to call 
conventions for the purpose of drawing up 
constitutions and applying for admission to 
the union has created considerable comment 
on account of the fact that a minority report 
was also submitted by the ropublican mem- 
bers of the committee providing for the ad- 
mission of Dakota as two states 
and strikin out New Mexico from 
the bill. Their report, of course, was made 
purely for political reasons. Dakota being 
republican they are anxious to have four sena- 
toils mi of two and for the reas: n that New 
Mexico is conceded democratic they wish it to 
remain a territory. Montapa and Washington 
are both doubtfu! and the republicans are will- 
ing to take chances on them. I asked Major 
Barnes, a memberfof the committee, tonight 
what he spenant of the prospects of a demo- 
cratic gain by the admission of these territories. 

‘‘Well,” said he, “in the first place you must 
remember that the bill is so framed as not to 
admit any of them intothe union until after 
the presidential election. In regard to Da- 
kota, the former reason for dividing it does not 
now exist. Some years ago all raiiroads in 
that territory run east and west, and 
then there. was nO communication between 
north and south Dakota. Now, however, rail- 
roads run all through the territory, and the mid- 
die section of itis thickly settled. I understand 
the people of the south are stillin favorof a 
division, but those of the north, together with 
p2ople of the central porticn of the territory, 
ure opposed to division. The sentiment of its 
admission as a whole seems to be growing so 
rapidly that I believe in a short while a large 
majority of the people of the entire territory 
will favor that manner of admission. 

‘‘Now, in reply to your question,” continued 
Major Barnes, ‘‘Dakota is censidered a repub- 
lican territory, but its democratic strength has 
greatly increased since President Cleveland’s, 
administration. Montana and Washington are 
both now represented in the house by demo- 
cratic delegates,ind the democrats have strong 
hopes of Moniana being a democratic state 
upon admission, but Washington is considered 
doubtful. New Mexico the democrats think 
will be all right.”’ 

It will probably be five or six weeks yet be- 
fore this matter will come up for debate in the 
house, but when it does li.ey times may be 
expected for the republicans wiil make a bitter 
fight to have Dakota divided. However, ow- 
ing to the democratic majority in the house, 
the bill will eventually be as reported 
by the majority. What the republican senate 
will do with it cannot yet be told, but there is 
a fair ibility of the bill being killed by that 
body if it goes to them in theshape of the ma- 
jority report; that is, provided the republican 
members think it can be passed to suit them 
by the next congress.

THE WEEK IN CONGRESS. 


A Forecast of the Basiness Which Has Been 
Marked Out. 

WASHINGTON, March 18.—An attempt was 
made in the senate, late Friday afternoon, to 
determine upon the order of business for the 
coming week, but pending a decisive result the 
senate adjourned. Enough was said, however, 
to warrant the belief that the greater part of 
Monday and Tuesday wilt be devoted to the 
consideration of private bills, of which the 
calendar contains a great number. On Wednes- 
day Mr. Platt will try to bring forward the en- 
abling act for South Dakota, but giving way 
temporarily, if successful, to Mr. Harris, who 
will call up the Memphis bridge bill. Senator 
Morrill will take the first convenient 
opportunity tocall up for action the house bill 
for the investment of the treasury surplus in 
government bonds, and Senator Plumb will 
make an attempt during the week to get a 
hearing for the bill to forfeit unearned land 
grants. ; 

Senator Wilson, of Maryland, will make a 
speech probably on Mondaf, in respect to the 
alleged inefficiency of the mail service. It is 
announced that the senate committee on for- 
eign relations will devote next Saturday to 
the consideration of the fisheries treaty. 

It is probable that the public lands bill will 
be called upin the house of representatives 
tomorrow. If that measure is not pressed, 
however, certain of the committees will be 
recognized to offer motions to pass bills under 
the suspension of the rules. These bills have 
not yet been selected by the committees, but 
among the measures of public interest in posi- 
tion to be reached in this way are the Dingley 
national bank bills, and the bills to prevent 
the introduction of contagious diseases ; to pre- 
vent frauds on American manufacturers, and 
to provide for the exchange of clipped and 
worn silver coin. Although not definitely 
settled at the time of adjournment Saturday, 
the indications are that the labor committee 
will suceeed in securing Tuesday and W ednes- 
duy for the consideration of its bills. Thurs- 
day and Saturday are set apart for the disposi- 
ition of bills reported by the judiciary com- 
mittee; but its privilege is subject to the 
probable encroachment of eed my dands bill 
or the pensjon appropriation bill.

Sultan Muley Hassan Defies’ 
the United States. 
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A STUBBORN SON OF THE PROPHET. 


He Refuses to Comply With the Demands of 
Cousel-Genera!l Lewis For the Ke- 
lease of the American Protoges. 


Tanager, March 18.—The situation here has 
become very serious for the United States. 
The sultan of Morocco, who is reported to be 
acting under the advice of the Spanish envoy, 
has decided to defy American authority and te 
refuse to release the American “‘protected’’ 
citizens now in prison. Consul-General Lewis 
is in a very precarious position, and has tele- 
graphed to Washington that immediate and 
vigorous measures are necessary to meet the 
situation. 

The minister plenipotentiary of Spain is as- 
serted to have told the sultan of Morocco that 
American war ships abroad bark but never 
bite, and that the United States frigate Enter- 
prise will stay in harbor till she rots before she 
dare fire a gun, since a singls shot would ia- 
volve serious complications with all the powers 
o° Europe. 

The sultan told the United States consul- 
general that the imprisonment was the only 
way he could collect debts from Moorish eiti- 
zens claiming American protection, and that 
he should refuse to release the prisoners. The 
sultan has the support of nearly all the repre- 
sentatives of the European powers, who are 
desirous of abolishing the ‘‘p otectorate” sys- 
tem. 

The Moors have been rowing out in boats to 
where the Enterprise lies at anchor, aud have 
amused themselves by jeering at the American 
sailors. Thus far the presence of the Auperi- 
can man-of-war has been entirely ineffectual. 
Spain has some ulterior motive not yet appar- 
ent in urging Morocco not to yield to the 
American exigencies. 

It has been definitely arranged that the in- 
ternational congress at Madrid will meet on 
April 16. The European powers, as well as 
the United States and Morocco, have neomi- 
nated two delegates each. Minister Currie 
and Consul-General Lewis will represent our 
government. The object of the conference is 
to revise the whole of the ‘‘protectorate’’ sys- 
tem and to put an end to its abuses. 

The present difficulty arises from the arrest 
some four or five weeks ago, at Kabat, of a 
Hebrew erffitled, in accordance with the ex- 
isting treaty rights, to protectionasa citizen 
of the United States, and who,in direct defi- 
ance of these aforesaid rights, was cast into 
prison on some frivolous pretext by the native 
governor of the place. .The United States con- 
sul‘general lost no time in pointing ont to the 
Moorish authorities that all citizens, proteges 
of the various powers, were solely amenable to 
the tribunals of their respective consuls, and 
entitled to immunity both in the matter of 
taxation and jurisdiction of the native author- 
ities. He, therefore, demanded the uncondi- 
tional release of the American prisoner in 
question and due reparation for the infraction 

treaty rights, 

Finding that his requests were not treated 
with proper consideration, and that the Moor- 
ish authorities demurred at releasing the pris- 
oner, Consul General Lewis telegraphed for 
the United States Mediterranean squadron to 
be dispatched to Tangier to supportghis de- 
mands. Unfortunately.the squadron, which 
at that time was stationed off Villefranche, 
was not ayailable. The Quinnebaug was de- 
clared to be in such an unseaworty condition 
as to be unfit to cross the Mediterranean, 
another ship’s machinery was out of order, 
and hence it became necessary to await the re- 
turn of the frigate Enterprise, which has only 
just now arrived at Tangier, some four weeks 
after she had been asked for. 

Meanwhile, the Moorish anthorities, @ém-- 
boldened by the non-arrival of the United 
States man-of-war, proceeded to seize another 
native entitled to American protection, at 
Casablanca, and, after burning his house to the 
ground, proceeded to flog him and his family 
through the public streets of the place and to 
fling heat into prison. Consul-General Lewis's 
demands for redross for this second outrage 
were treated with even greater contempt than 
those in the matter of the prisoner at Rabat. 

lt is true that an internationa: conference 
has been summoned to meet at Madrid next 
month for the revision of the ‘‘protectorate’’ 
clauses of the existing treaties with Morocco, 
which are liable to many abuses. But mean- 
while the conventions between Morocco and 
the foreign powers remain in force and should 
be protected. ‘‘Protected’’ citizens are, cor- 
rectly speaking, natives, who, being at the 
time or having been formerly employed in va- 
rious capacities by the various consulates, re- 
ceive certificates as being entitled to all the 
local rights and privileges of a citizen of the 
foreign power in question. 

What Spain’s motive in the whole matter 
can be it is difficult to guess, uniess it be to 
render indispensable the Madrid conference, 
the meeting of which has hitherto been con- 
sidered as somewhat problematical. The 
Spanish government is exceedingly anxious 
about this congress, which will, she believes, 
at length entitle her to enter the rank of what 
are known as the ‘‘great powers,’ and to 
which Italy only obtained admission some 
twenty pam ago. — 

It is, however, singularly unfortunate that 
the United States—which has hitherto been 
the prime mover in the question of reforming 
the abuses of the protege clauses, and in fact 
of abolishing the whole system—should at 
present be brought to figure both in the eyes 
of the natives andin thoseof Europeas the 
upholder of a system which she was the first to 
decry.

THE M'NAIR TRAGEDY. 


A Justice of the Peace Implica- 
ted. 


The Grand Jury of Butts County Makes 
Seme Startling Disclosures— 
Other Important Notes. 


JACKSON, Ga., March 18.—[Special.}—On 
Friday night, May 13th, 1887,a party of five 
men went. to the residence of T. F; McNair, 
who resided near Worthville, in this county, 
and holloaing at his gate, aroused him from 
sleep. Upon his asking what was the matter, 
they answered that their horses had broken 
the harness, requesting him to bring a light. 
McNair asked who it was, One of the men 
answered : 

‘‘My name is Jenkins. I ama stranger in 
this community. Please bring me a light.”’ 

McNair replied: 

“All right; I will be there in a minute.’’ 

Lighting his lamp, he opened the door and 
started towards the gate, to render the assist- 
ance asked for. He had not made more than 
three. or four steps, when the _ report 
of a gun rang out upon the night 
air, and poor Tom McNair lay upon 
the ground a corpse, the whole back part of 
his head torn off by aload of buckshot. Not 
satisfied, the fiends fired several pistol shots 
into his body. Mrs. McNair, upon the dis- 
charge of the gun, jumped from her bed 
screaming,and ran to the door, but the assas- 
sins had fled. The four small children being 
awakened by the screams of their mother, 
joined their cries with her’s, rendered a scene 
which her neighbors say they hope neyer to see 
again. 

The coroner held an inquest, but nothing 
could be brought to light pointing to who had 
committed the diabolical deed. Governor 
Gordon offered a reward of two hundred and 
fifty dollars, but no direct clue could be ob- 
tained by the detectives. Rumor commenced 
to circulate, and friends would whisper to each 
other that they thought that they knew the 
parties, but no names were mentioned. 

In alittle while the name of O.L. Welch, 
who was a justice of the peace in Sandy 
Ridge district, in Henry county, and who was 
running twocountry stores,one at Sandy Ridge, 
Henry county, and one at Fincherville, in 
Butts county, began to be mentioned as the 
leader of the gang of assassins. The names of 
Jasper Willard, Jesse Yancy, R. A. Wilson 
and Joe Grant was spoken of in connection 
with the crime. After several months every- 
body became satisfied that.Welech, Yancy, 
Willard and Wilson were the parties that 
committed the crime, although there was not 
evidence sufficient to convict. The grand 
jury spent the entire week last week trying to 
get the mystery solved, and on Friday night, 
asa forlorn hope, they sent a special bailiff 
after Wilson and had him brought before 
them. 

Wilson before going to the grand jury room, 
consulted with friends, confessing his connec- 
tion with the crime, and asking what to do. 
He was adyised to make a full and complete 
statemgnt of all the facts® which he did. Trve 
bills were found against O. L. Welch, Jasper 
Willard, Jesse Yancey and Thomas M. Shaw, 
whose name had never been mentioned in 
connection with the case, until the Wilson 
confession, and his arrest wasa great surprise 
to the people, as he was well and favorabl, 
known. Welch and Shaw are now under ar- 
rest. Mr. Shaw does not attempt to deny his 
connection with the case, but says it was 
whisky, and bad company that eaused him to 
be present at the assassination. 

Willard and Yancey have escaped. The 
parties are all middle aged men, and have 
families. Our people are quiet, and wing for 
the law to be vindicated.

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. IN THE ALTAMAHBA SWAMP. 


The Experfence of a Sylvania Citizen a Few 
Years Ago. 

From the Sylvania, Ga., Telephone. 
“T was once traveling through the sonthern 
art of Tatnall county,” said a gentieman well 
Caote in Sylvania one day last week, ‘‘on my 
way tothe Altamaha river, with a two-mule 
team anda negro driver. We arrived at the 
house of an apparently well-to-do farmer about 
1 o’clock in the afternoon, and as we were un- 
acquainted with the roads or the country, we 
inquired the way tothe nearest ferry on the 
river. He told us that it was abont eighteen 
miles, but informed us that the road to tle 
river was in a very bad condition, and that we 
were liable to lose our way if we happened ‘oO 


so that we would have all day to make our trip. 
We had only a limited time to make a certain 
pint over the river, and we were anxious to 
go over before night and get a soon start the 
next morning from the otherside. Having 
thanked our farmer friend for his kind invita- 
tion, and received explicit directions as to our 
He looked at usas we 
drove away in a mysterious manner, but we 
thought it would an easy matter to go 
eighteen miles in three or four hours and get 
to the river before dark, the sun setting at 
about 5:30 o'clock. 
THE FIRST TROUBLE. 

‘We had a heavy load, but our team made 
good time, and at last we struck the swamp. 
And whataswamp! I think it was the mean- 
est swamp Iever wentinto. ‘alk about the 
jungles of India! The Altamahariver swamp 
insome places will compare favorably with 
any jungle in the worldin thickness. The 
treesand bushes form a coimpiete network, 
and the road through them seemed not to have 
been traversed in an age, being entirely un- 
distinguishable in a great many places. But 
if that had been the only difficulty we had to 
encounter I would not now be telling you my 
story. We had gone but a short distance in it 
before we went into a ‘bog.’ The mules went 
down and the wide wheels of the wagom sank 
about a foot, but, after a good amount of exer- 
tion and snorting on the part of the animals, 
we got outof the mire. 

‘‘We considered this only ancrdinary oc- 
currence, for we had been through several 
places of like nature in our journey. We had 
gone but a few hundred yards, however, before 
we discovered thatthe muies, in their pull 
through the mud, had broken a very necessary 
part of the harness. Of course we had to stop 
and patch up, as we were not likely to get to 
the river without a little more hard pulling, 
and with broken harness in another ‘bog’ we 
would be as helpless as a babe in its cradle. 

“It took us quite awhile to get things in 
shape again, but we finaily went on our way 
rejoicing over the fact that matters were no 
worse than they were. We traveled along 
quietly for some time, but the uncertain road 
and tangled mass of bushes was a tough expe- 
rience for the mules. The sun had gone down 
and darkness was fast setting in; the owls 
commenced to hoot, and the night birds and 
animals of prey were beginning to make the 
air hideous with their yells and screams. Now 
and then the mules would stop, but a little 
application of the whip would start them 
again. 

THE CLIMAX REACHED. 

“We were now in the middle of the swamp, 
we thought, and believed that it could not be 
a great distance to the ferry, if we had been 
keeping the right road, and it became evident 
to us that if we did not soon reach the river we 
would be in a terrible dilemma, for it was get- 
ting as dark as it possibly could get, not a star 
showing itself in the sky overhead. To add to 
the uncomfortable situation, the driver nor 
the mules could recognize the road no longer, 
and we’ realized that we were lost in the 
swamp. In fact, we could te!l that we had 
left the road entirely by the increasing rough- 
ness of the riding. Suddenly our faithful ani- 
mais stopped. Weapplied the lash, but they 
seemed unable to move a step, though they 
were doing their best. It was impossible to 
see our lhiands before our faces, and consequent- 
ly could not tell what the trouble was. I have 
the fatal acci- 
dents resulting from it—how wagons, horses 
and men have been engulfed in it—but never 
thought much of it until this night. Allat 
once the minies seemed to give up all 
efiorts to pull out, driver jumped 
from his seatand I felt the wagon quiver. |] 
took in the situation in less time than I can tell 
you of it. The mules, wagon and all were go- 
ing down in a ‘bog.’ I leaped from the wagon 
aud landed almost Knee deepinthe mud. [ 
managed to extricate myself, however, and by 
stepping lightly upon the treacherous soil, I 
succeeded in getting to eround. I 
climbed a tree, thinking thatit wou!d hardly go 
down, too, and eagerly listened for any sound 
from the driver, mules or wagon. In amo- 
iment ortwol heard a bray from one of the 
poor brutes, which caused my blood to freeze, 
it seemed, ana then all was still. I -knew 
they had gone down with the wagon, and 
would never go through another swamp with 
me. 

“What became of my driver? youask. [ 
do not know to this day, but he probably 
jumped from the wagon on the other side and 
succeeded in getting on hard ground like my- 
self. Iremained up the tree a!l night, and 
next morning went in sight of the fatal spot 
(4 was not anxious to goany nearer), but could 
not see a single trace of anything of my 
former property. 

“IL footed it tothe river and crossed on the 
ferry boat that morning—minus two good 
mules, a wagon and a driver,’’

The Cotton | Movement. 
The New York Financial Chronicle has a 
“report on southern cotton mills and tlfeir 
consumption, When it last made an esti- 
mate then were 219 mills in the south, with 
1,096,662 spindles and 24,605 looms, These 
219 mills consumed 393,446 bales. Since that 


report was made, there has been a great in-™ 


dustrial development in the south, and there 
has been a decided impetus in the building 
of new cotton mills. There are now 266 
cotton mills in the south and when those 
projected are completed, there will be 358. 

The Chronicle in its weekly review of the 
cotton movement, says that for the week 
ending last Friday, the total receipts have 
reached 47,333 bales, against 73,469 bales 
last week, 65,562 bales the previous week 
and 69,024 bales three weeks since, making 
the total receipts since the Ist of Septem- 
der, 1857, 5,021,861 bales, against 4,959,574 
bales for the same period of 1886-7, showing 
an increase since September 1, 1887, of 62,- 
287 bales. 

The exports for the week reach a total of 
66,691 bales of which 26,368 were to Great 
Britain, 8,854 to France and 31,469 to the 
rest of the continent. The total sales for 
forward delivery for the week are 292,100 
bales. For immediate delivery the total 
gales foot up this week 393 bales. 

There is a decrease in the cotton in sight 
of 77,362 bales as compared with the same 
date of 1887, a decrease of 144,108 bales as 
compared with the corresponding date of 
1886 and an increase of 71,719 bales as com- 
pared with 1885. — : ; 

The total receipts from the plantations, 
since September 1, 1887, are 5,283,301 
bales; in 1886-7 were 5,112,428 bales; in 
1885-6 were 5,104,046 bales. Although the 
receipts at the outports the past week were 
46,933 bales, the actual movement from 
plantations was only 29,695 bales, the bal- 
ance being taken from the stocks at the in- 
terig towns. Last year the receipts from 
the plantations for the same week were 21,-

finally crushed out of existence by the syndicate of 
match manufacturers. Finally the tariff was taken 
entirely off of matches, and the prices so reduced 
by foreign competition that you can now buy as 
many for a nickel as you formerly could for 25 cents. 
But see what effect this removal of the duty on 
matehes had on our little home factory at Gaines- 
ville, that had actually failed under the protective 
system. Bo soon as the duty was removed and the 
match syndicate in America destroyed, the factory 
at Gainesville not only started up again, but is mak- 
ingmoney. Isnot this an unauswerable argument 
that a protective policy on the part of our govern- 
ment which enables home manufacturers, by com- 
bination, to crush out of existence all opposition, 
and force the people to pay their own prices, not 
only works serious injury to the development of our 
section, but is actually a blight upon our manufact- 
uring enterprises? 
This is not intended to be a satire on the 
arguments, but is seriously, if not solemnly, 
put. As a matter of fact, the tax on 
matches, which enabled the large manu- 
facturers to close out the smaller ones, was 
the tax levied and collected under the oper- 
ations of the odious internal revenue sys- 
tem. It was an excise tax. There has 
been no repeal of any tariff tax on matches. 
We remember very well, however, that 
when the proposition to repeal the internal 
revenue tax on matches was made, it was 
opposed by Mr. Bayard, who was then sena- 
tor from Delaware, and who was then, and 
is now, in favor of a tariff for revenue only. 
There is no part of the internal revenue 
system that is not un-American, undemo- 
cratic and odious. It will have to go. 


TAKE itall in all, the republican hopes 
seem to be centered in Blaine and Allison, 
and in the evident intention of Watterson, 
Morrison and the Parsee merchant to give 
them a vital issue. 


The Government and the Railroads. 

In this free country the government 
should not interfere with the business of 
its citizens, except under peculiar circum- 
stances. 

But in certain cases the incapacity or 
misconduct of those who are engaged in 
serving the public may render it necessary 
for the government to protect the people in 
their rights. Take the case of the strike on 
the Burlington system. ‘The people are not 
satisfied with the explanation that a quar- 
relis going on between the officials and 
their employes.

Under its char- 
ter the road must do its duty asa common 
carrier whether it makes or breaks. A con- 
temporary voices the opinion of a large 
number of people when it says:

You never hear of any strikes or 
tie-ups on French railroads. The strike on the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy railroad may come

How Sound Travels. 


Eprrors ConsTiITuTIoN: How far can 
sound be heard ? c.c. . 
The conditions under which the sound of a can- 
non, or even the sound ofa human yoice can he 
heard, are various. Atmospheric currents unques- 
tionably have something to do with it, but there are 
local circumstances which favor or disfavor the 
hearing of sounds at great distances. However, the 
distance at which the ear can distinguish sound de- 
pends both on the intensity ofthe sound, the me- 
dium through which it is transmitted and other 
causes. Inthe polar regions Sir Joho Franklin 
said ‘‘he conversed with ease at a distance of more 
than a mile.” Sound has greater force in water. 
Colladon, by experiment made in the lake Geneva, 
estimated that a bell submerged in the sea might be 
heard at a distance of. more than sixty miles. 
Franklin also says that he heard the 
striking together of two stones shalfa mile away. 
The report of tannon travels very far, because it 
communicates a vibration to the soil. The canoon- 
ade of Florence was heard beyond Leghorn, about 
fifty-six miles off, and that of Genoa 100 miles off. 


In 1762 the cannon of Mayence was heard at Tim- 


beck, a Village 148 miles off. When the English 
landed in Ezypt the firing was distinctly heard 130 
miles off. In 1809 the booming of a cannon in Heli- 
goland reached Hanover, a distance of 157 miles. 
The greatest distance at which artificially produced 
sounds are known to have been heard was on De- 
cember 4, 1832, when the cannon of Antwerp were 
heard in the Erzegebirge mountains, 370 miles dis- 
tant. The noises produced by an intense eruption 
of Mount Cotopaxi, in SoutA America, in 1744, were 
heard at a distance of 600 miles, 


Compulsory Education Lawes. 
Epirors ConstiruTion: What sta‘es of 
the union have compulsory education? 

Connecticut enacted the first practical compul- 
sory education law in its colonial code of 1650. Even 
at the present day, however, in that “Land of 
Steady Habits,”’ it is found by no means easy to en- 
force a general school attendance upon the large 
and mixed population. The law now existing in 
that state forbids manufacturers to employ minors 
under fourteen years of age, unless they have at- 
tended school three months in the year. Massa- 
chusetts has a similar law, compelling parents and 
guardians to send children®etween eight and four- 
teen years old to school at  least- twen- 
ty weeks in the year, unless otherwise un- 
der instruction. Maine has a school law author- 
izing towns to enforce attendance between 
the ages of six and seventeen years. In 1871 New 
Hampshire and Texas passed laws requiring com- 
pulsory education, In 1872 Michigan passed a com- 


schooling for all between eight and fourteen years, 
unless otherwise taught. Nevada, in 1873, passed a 
law requiring a minimum of sixteen weeks’ atten- 
dance. In 1874 similar laws were passed by Cali- 
fornia, Kansas, New Jersey and New York. The 
New York law differs from the others in specifying 
the studiesto be taught. Lawsenacting some de- 
gree of compu s>ry attendance upon schools also 
exist in Ohio, Rhode Island, South Carolina, Ver- 
mont, Wisconsin and Illinois, though in some of 
these it is practically disregarded.

DANGERS T@ THE REPUBLIC. 


Shall Our Republic Come to an End by Luxurious 
Habits! Shall We Become Slaves to the 
Money Lords, cr Victims of Anarchy? 


From the Criterion. 

The growth of the United,States, under re- 
publican form of government, has been the wonder 
and admiration of the civilized world. From the 
day that the colonists overturned the famous chests 
of English tea into Boston harbor, and inaugurated 
a revolt against kingly domination, every mon- 
archy and empire in the universe has been appre- 
hensive of our success and growing power; and it is 
safe to say that our overthrow, disintegration and 
confessed unfitness to govern ‘ourselves, would ; 
have been welcomed by every throne and kingdom 
of the oid world. 

This American nation bas, therefore, been on 
trial, and for more than one hundred years it has 
withstood foes without and fears within, until the 
structure is now pronounced by its most sanguine 
advocates to be a permanency, built upon a rock to 
stand forever. 

Montesqueu says, “Republics come to an end by 
luxurious habits and monarchies by poverty.”’ If 
this be correct the United States of America are en- 
tering upon the most critical period of their exist- 
ence. President Washington, in his farewell ad- 
dress: to the people, upon his final retiracy to Mount 
Vernon, was impressed with two prominent dangers 
that menaced the republic, namely, foreign alli- 
ances, or “entanglements,” and dissensions 
among* ourselves. He believed we could 
perpetuate civil liberty, so long = 45 
the republic kept aloof from other governments, 
and harmonized all tendency to disunion among 
themselves. This has been effected in the presence 
of the severest tests. During the civil war, the 
north had no apparent desire to form 
a combination with its neighbor, Canada, 
even when most sorely préssed for 
men and means; nor did the south in her dire 
extremity, turn to hér neighbor, Mexico, for succor 
endrelief. Whether the providence of God over- 
ruled us, for the preservation of our peculiar insti- 
tutions, or whether both sections were too loyal to 
the heroes of Bunker Hill, Brandywine and York- 
town, to relinquish their hold on the heritage from 
their fathers, has never been satisfactorily ex- 
plained, but it isa fact thatthe republic was pro- 
tected, peace restored, and the unity of the states 
preserved, even amid the. hail of bulletsaud the 
rain of human blood. Brother met brother in 
dea .ly combat; whole commonwealths and sover- 
eign states were ravaged and despoiled; yet within 
ten years the vanquished south nad a maority in 
the federal house of representatives, and in less than 
twenty yeacs, absolute control of the federal admin- 
istration and public offices. There is food for thought 
here. Itis apparently demonstrated that love of 
country and love for the principleson which the 
republic was formed, is stronger then any known 
force that has yeta<sailed its national existence, 
But the signs are ominous, that another test is 
shortly to be applied—anothcr danger threatens 
civil freedom, which according to the French phi- 
losopher, is the crucial test, and one which no re- 
public has yet survived. 

The close of the civil war brought the military to 
the front in both sections of the union. The result 
was the usual one, and much of glitter, speculation, 
and rash legislation prevailed. The republican 
party, which was supreme in control of national leg- 
islation fora decade, was embarrassed by these 
things. The patriot became alarmed at the waste 
of public money, the glare and glitter in official cir- 
cies, and the ascendancy of the saldier element 
everywhere. In the south, military service likewise 
was the open sesame to public offices. The ‘drum 
and fife’ carried the day always, and the ‘bloody 
shirt” in both sections was the most powerful argu- 
ment that a popular candidate could present. The 
democratic party shrewdly used for their own ad- 
vantage this general discontent ani unwise legisla- 
tion at Washington, and the country was emphati- 
cally assured that the advent of a democratic ad- 
ministration and democratic economy would not 
only restore peace and unity between north and 
south, but would remove unseemly extravagance 
and general spoiliation from the national treasury 
and the departments. 

As far back as 1876 the cry of “retrenchment and 
reform’’ became the democratic battle cry. Mr. Tilden 
was doubtless elected upon it, although the country 
acquiesced in another arrangement, simply for the 


Both parties were convicted of fraud at the polls in 
the election, and corruption in the count of electo- 
ral yotes by returning boards, and conscrvative 
democrats were not willing to unloose the dogs of 
war simply to gratify partisan hate or enjoy a doubt- 
ful victory. Within eight years the republicans 
were, however, signally defeated, and the democ- 
racy was elected avowedly to “retrench and re- 
form.” 

The treasury is ncw full to overflowing with tax 
money, the silver vaults are so quickly filled with 
coin, that builders are constantly at work to pull 
down the little storehouses and erect bigger barns 
to accommodate this plethora of money. President 
Cleveland became suddenly aroused to the danger 
which assailed his party by this surplus in Wash- 
ington, and he met the present congress with a 
frantic appeal to stop this flood at the fountain 
head, and to shut off some of the many streams thad 
made such an unwelcome freshet of cash around 
and about him. Unlike the greedy soldier who was 
crushed to death by the downpour of gold on his 
shield, the president used his authority to shield 
himself and fend off the unmanageable tide of 
specie that was drawn by law from the pockets 
of the taxpayers, and yet which was found to be 
powerless to relieve the great pressure on labor or 
pay off the vast public debt, which runs up into 
millions; and which is a perpetual burden upon the 
whole country, and an apple of discord between 
capital and labor. 

The democrats had fa thfully promised, as before 
said, to rebuke the waste of public money and ofii- 
cial extravagance, which had made the credit mo- 
bilier, Pacific mail subsidy and the great whisky 
ring so powerful in official circles, and which had 
turned Washington city intoa dwelling place for 
shoddy aristocracy and parvyenu wealth. ‘These 
promises, often repeated, had great weight with the 
voters; and every laboring man who resented the 
reign of monopoly and the tyranny of corrupt legis- 
lation was eager fora change. The whole land was 
anxiously awaiting a return tothe simplicity, com- 
mon sense and common prudence of our aforetime 
republican government. ' 

What have we seen, and what has transpired? 

q President Cleveland has filled out three-fourths of 
a presidential term, and the social extravagance 
and display In official circles at Washington, are 
increased ten-fold. The fulsome gorgeousness of 
Central Pacific railroad money, and Standard Oil 
wealth, has well nigh paralyzed the nation. The 
costly feasts that are reported in every daily news- 
paper would beggar a small principality. China 
plates, valued at one hundred dollars each, with a 
gold table service, the price ofa king’s ransom, 
wines by the dozen kinds, and delicacies the most 
rare and expensive that money can buy, are nightly 
spread for guests and officials to bewilder the silly- 
minded legislator and tempt the greedy office-holder. 
The story of their famous jewels would make Alad- 
din stare, and the decollete-dressingjof giddy women 
would frighten the sober, virtuous-hearted people of 
an absolute monarchy. The rapid whirl of fashion, 
vanity, and rivalry of money kings was never in 
fuller swing in any country on the

A WOMAN STOWAWAY. 
How Mrs. Wenderlin Crossed the Ocean from 
Germany Without Paying Her Passage. 

From an Exchange. 

The steamer Lahn, of the Bremen line, 
brought to New York Saturday one of the pluckiest 
old women who ever crossadthe ocean. Her name is 
Mrs, Etta Wenderlin, she is a widow, fifty-two years 
old, and she came over from Germauy as a ‘“stow- 
away.’ She had lived in this country e¥er since 
she wasseventeen years old until last summer, 
when, with the savings of years, she went back 
home alone to get a glimpse of the fatherland and 
to visit the scenes of her childhood. She spent all 
that she had abroad, and being unabie to pay her 
passage back to this country, concealed herself 
aboard the Labn while the steamer lay at her wharf. 
She remain:d in hiding till the steamer was well 
out to sea, and then astonished the ship’s officers by 
coming forth. The old lady jis being detained aboard 
the Lahn, and word has been sent to relatives in 
Brooklyn that she will be perm'tted to land if her 
passsge-money is paid. Ifthe ransomis not forth- 
coming she wiil probably be taken back toGermany. 

Through the courtesy of the Lahn’s chief officer, 
a reporter was introduced to Mrs. Wenderlin. She 
was found in a cosy little aj artment in the steerage, 
fianked on one hand by a big black satchel and on 
the other by a young’stewardess. The old lady is hale 
and hearty, and despite her captivity was in the 
best of spirits. She told the story of her adyeutures 
with evident pleasure. 

“Il was born in Germany,’’ she said, “and like all 
my people I loved my country after! leftit. My 
father was a farmerand had a quiet little place 
about six hours away from Bremhdven. There were 
five of us children, and when I was still very young 
my elder brothers and sisters left home for America. 
They used to write to us and tell us how nicely they 
were getting along, and when I was seventeen years 
old they wrote for metocome. My mother had 
died and father thought my sister could bring me up 
better than he could,and sohe letmego. Ever 
sinee then I have livedin this country till a year 
ago. During the war I meta young man in Brook- 
lyn whocame from the same part of Germany that 
I did and we were masried. He wasa fine young 
fellow andI was happy while he livedand yery 
sorry when he died. He was a soldier fora long 
time. Since he dicd I have always supported my- 
self by working in families and have always done 
well. 

“Since I have begun getting old, though, I’ve 
often felt rather homesick for the fatherland. | 
never forgot the old farmhouse and the happy 
times I spent there when I wasa little girl, and then 
there was the little churchyard where my mother 
was buried. I did not remember her very well, 
but I knew she was always tender and gent ec to us. 
My father, who has since died, was buried there 
too. LImanaged to lay by alittle sometimes out of 
my earnings, and finally had quite a little sum. In 
May of last year I paid fora passage io Germany, 
and went over in the steerage. All my friends 
thought it was strange for me to go off alone, but 
you don’t know how good it seemed te be going 
back. I found my native town much changed, and 
most of the people I met were ‘strangers, but 
our little old farmhouse was just the same, except 
there were strangers living there. They were so 
good to me when I told them whol was that I 
broke out crying, and they made me come in and 


Pshowed me all the old rooms just as they were when 


I lived there long ago, I saw the old tree where 
we once had a swing, and the same little brook 
where my brothers had fished manya time. Tne 
churchyard was full of weeds and the graves 
were neglected, and the only thing I left there was 
a little gilt cross, 

“When my money *°7 ovt I worked a while in 
different towns, but I could not save enough to 
pay my passage to America, My friends were a)] 
in America, and sol managed to get aboard the 
Iabn, and did not make myself known till we 
were out at sea. When they found I was not on the 
list they asked me if I had paid my passage, and I 
told ‘en I had not, I had just walked aboard. 
They didnot Uke it much, but I could not walk 
back, and so they had to keep me.”’

JUDGE KELLEY REMINISCENT, 


He Recalls the Day When Sixty Shots Were 
Fired at Him in Mobile. 

WASHINGTON, March 15.—Judge W. D. Kel- 
ley, well known as Pig Iron Kelley, looks fifteen 
years younger than hisage. He seemsto get thin- 
ner as he gets older, but his color is good. his hand 
steady, his foot light, and his hair still holdsits na- 
tive brown. 

‘Yes, Iam well fora man who has been through 
as much as I lave,’ he said. ‘“l once was shot and 
once more had sixty shots fired at me. - The latter 
happened, you know, in what is known as the ‘Kel- 
ley Riot,’ in Mobile, Ala., in 1867, under Andy John- 
son. While speaking there, I was attacked under a 
very bad lot of carpe(Daggers, marshaled and led 
on by a cutthroat whose name is now well known 
in connection with a patent car. He meant to kill 
me. The platform was swept by the bullets of the 
assassins, and several men were slain by my side. 
It was a fearful scene, and that villain. was solely 
responsible for it. - Last year, when at West Point, 
he drove around in a stylish rig, and I scattered him 
every time by simply moving towards him when 
he stopped. As soon as he saw me he whipped up 
and took a new position every time. He was evi- 
dently very uncomfortable, fearing that I might 
speak to him, or perhaps that I would expose him 
to the crowd.

THE COMMITTEE UNABLE TO AGREE. 


Many Democrats Opposed to an Increase— 
The Blair Bill Dead —Voorhees Not in 
ithe Field—Other News of Interest. 


WASHINGTON, March 19.—[{Special.]}—The 
judiciary committee at this morning’s session 
wvere unable to agree upon the amount of in- 
crease to be allowed federal judges. They will, 
however, meet again tomorrow morning. The 
republican members of the committee, with 
one democrat member, are in favor of fifty per 
cent increase; but the democrats will not hear 
to it, and it is thought they will compromise on 
between thirty and forty per cent. . It is learn- 
ed that the salaries of the Georgia judges will 
be increased from $3,500, as at present, to 
$4,500, as the bill now stands, and as it will 
probably be passed, Only about a half dozen 
judges get a greater increase than those of 
Georgia. 

Many democrats are opposed to any increase 
at all, and the impression prevails that a fight 
will be made on the bill when it reaches the 
house. 

THE BLAIR BILL. 

The chances now seem to be that the Blair 
education bill will hardly get consideration in 
the house this session. It has become generally 
understood of late that were the bill to pass, 
Mr. Cleveland would vetoit,and it is the 
policy ot the democrats to relieve, him from 
this necessity.

In fact, 
they have only considered it once. It is 
apparent that the majority of the committee 
are opposed to the bill, and will not even again 
consider it, unless urgently prevailed upon to 
gO.
